The following is a report of the 
uctivities of the Cotfee County 
Health Depawtment for the past 
seven months; 

Such communicable diseases as 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, Brill's 
fever, scarlet fever and many oth- 
ers come under the supervision of 
the Health Department, We have 
had 12 admissions and 14 consul- 
tations with physicians, The Health 
Officer made 265 visits in the in- 
terest of communicable diseases, 
We gave 456 smallpox vaccina- 
tions, S66 diphtheria immuniza- 
lions, $62 typhoid immunizations, 
seven Schick tests, 109 tuberculin 


tests and 378 hookwoirm treat. 
ments, 
The venereal disease clinics 


have been discontinued due to lack 
of funds, We have given 1,820 
treatments this year 847 Wasser- 
mans have been made, 

We have had one tuberculosis 
chest clinic with 82 attending. One 
hundred and forty-six nursing vis- 
its have been made to suspects, 
contacts and cases, 

We have two prenatal clinics 
each month, one in Enterprise and 
one in Elba, The private pnysi- 
cians hold these clinics and we 
usually have an average of five 
at each clinic, One hundred twen- 
ty-four maternity cases have been 
admitted to nursing service and 
254 nursing visits have been made 
to these cases for supervision, We 
havé 13 midwives registered for 
supervision,

lem and influenza. Of the 142 
Ceaths, 14 were children under one 
year of age and we had one ma- 
ternal death.

Farmers in this county continue 
to lose heavily because of poor 
Binning of cotton due, in the main, 
lo; (1) Farmers carrying wet 
cotton to the gins, (2) IWxcess 
Speed in operating gins, and (8) In 
some cases improper ginning 
equipment, 

Improved practices in handling 
and ginning seed cotton will re- 
sult in improved quality in the 
ginned lint and relatively better 
prices to the colton farmers, It 
is the responsibility of the farmer 
to deliver cotton to the gin in the 
best possible condition, and it is 
incumbent on the ginner to gee 
that the quality of the lint is not 
lowered — by improper ginning 
methods, 

With prospects of a short crop 
of cotton in the county this year

Picking cotton as free from 
trash as possible, 
Do not carry wet or green 
cotton to the gin, 

Cotton which is moist due to 
greenness, exposure to rain or dew 
should be spread on sacks, tar- 
paulins or racks and exposed to 
the sun, BExpose the cotton to the 
sun in layers 4-8 inches in depth, 
Very green or very wet cotton 
should dry 15 to 20 hours, slight- 
ly green, damp or dew laden should 
dry seven to 15 hours, Morning: 
dew-damp pickings should by all 
means be sun-dried before pack- 
ing in wagons or cotton houses, 

The development of commercial 
cotton-ginning plants utilizing 
Somewhat costly machinery has 
emphasized the importance of 
Speed in ginning. As a result, the 
ginners have had a tendency to 
gin each load of cotton as rapidly 
as possible in order to get the 
largest return on their investment 
in equipment, and in this way they 
have been encouraged by the farm-

Under existing unemployment 
conditions in Alabama there is 
small hope, if any, for the Work 
Projects Administration to provide 
additional jobs to take care of 
any persons, whether newly certi- 
fied by the Departments of Public 
Welfare or recertified after the 
c0-day lay-off prescribed by law, 
according to a statement made 
this week by Col, W, G. Henderson, 
Alabama administrator of the 
WPA, 

This statement came following 
information reaching the Alabama 
office of the Work Projects Admin- 
istration that county offices of the 
Department of Public Welfare 
were being flooded with applica- 
tions from persons seeking aid or 
jobs through the WPA, 

The Emergency Relief Appropri- 
etion Act of 1939 makes it man- 
datory that all persons who have 
held jobs on WPA projects con- 
tinuously for eighteen months 
MUST be removed from these 
jobs, There were 16,000 persons 
caught in this lay-off order in Ala- 
bama and this does NOT mean 
there are 16,000 jobs open on WPA. 

The appropriation for expendi- 
tures by WPA. set out by the new 
Act made it necessary for each 
State to cut off thousands of other 
WPA employees, In Alabama 
there will be 10,460 persons re- 
moved from WPA jobs in order 
for this state to come within the 
figures allowed for September 1. / 

Along with the statement from 
the Alabama administrator came 
the fact that already there are 
about 238,000 persons who have 
been certified and are waiting to 
take any vacancies that occur, 
The difference in the number of 
persons being removed due to 18 
months continuous WPA employ- 
ment and the number to be 
dropped to come within the quota 
given Alabama was 5,712 which 
means there were only that many 
job openings which were filled 
from the 23,000 persons already in 
the files of the WPA office await- 
ing orders to report to work; con- 
sequently the hope for others to 
Secure WPA employment at any 
time in the near future is very 
small, 

Unless Alabama is given a larg- 
er quota, Colonel Henderson said, 
all places on WPA projects in the 
state have been filled and there 
ére several thousands of persons 
already certified to take any va- 
cancies that occur,

The fiber varies in color and weight 
and the man who can guess near- 
est the length of fiber is called a 
cotton man by the public, a fool 
by the farmer and a poor business 
man by his creditors, 

“The price of cotton is fixed in 
New York and goes up when you 
have sold and down when you have 
bought. A buyer working for a 
group of mills was sent to New 
York to watch the cotton market 
and after a few days of delibera- 
tion wired his firm: ‘Some think 
it will go up, some think it will 
g0 down. Ido, too, Whatever you 
do will be wrong. Act at once.’

(v, 16). What sad words! Pros- 
perity ruined a man who had made 
a name for himself in times of ad- 


versity. In presumptuous pride he 


attempted to take the place of the 


priest ordained of God, in effect de- 


claring that/ the State was over the 


Church, as we would put it in our 
day. 

“There is no greater danger at- 
taching to the life of Christian serv- 
ice than the danger of presumptu- 
ous pride. I mean the pride which 
manifests itself in an independence 
of the ordinary means of grace, of 
prayer, and of the Word of God. I 
am convinced that that is the cause 
of much of the failure in many lives 
here. It is a pride which says: ‘I 
can dispense with the Word of God’; 
which persists in living on a mini- 
mum of prayer and communion 
with God, and in yet going about 
the work of God as of old; a pride 
which, like Uzziah’s, seeks carnal 
prominence in spiritual things, For 
that was his sin. He sought a car- 
nal prominence in service which 
God had ordained was to be of an 
entirely spiritual order’ (J. Stuart 
Holden).

“The king was a leper . . . and 
+ « « Was cut off from the house of 
the Lord’’ (vy, 21). The priests of 
God had holy boldness in rebuking 
the king, a quality which one could 
hope would never be missing in the 
testimony of God's servants. The 
king, however, resented their wise 
words of counsel, and punishment 
from God, both swift and terrible, 
came upon him, 

If the judgment upon Uzzlah 
seems too drastic, let us remember 
that the king was presuming to set 
aside an order established by God.

We should 
also bear in mind that what looks 
like a single outward bit of pre- 
sumption was really the expression 
of a heart that had long since gone 
far from God. When men in high 
position either in the State or in 
the Church fall into sin, it is not 
very often the result of a yielding 
to a sudden temptation, but rather 
the inevitable showing forth of what 
has long been true in the inner life. 
The leprosy of Uzziah’s heart now 
showed forth in his face, and he had 
to be shut off from his people and 
from his royal position.

SMALL FARMERS GT 
MORE AAA PAYMENTS 

AUBUAN, Ala.—A report of 
the State AAA committee today 
revealed that $2,309,720 in AAA 
payments under the 1939 program 
would be used to increase pay- 
ments to small farmers whose pay- 
ments would be less than $200. 
Available payments under the 
program are $27,131,840.59, which 
includes price adjustment pay- 
ments, soil building allowances anc 
payments on cotton, peanuts, to- 
bacco and wheat, 

Under the 1988 agricultural ad- 
justment act provision was made 
for increasing those payments to 
a farm of less than $200 by a 
graduating scale, For example, a 
payment of $20 calculated under 
regular terms of the program 
would be increased 40 per cent, or

The mere mention of peanuts 
usually arouses in the average 
American recollections of an after- 
noon at the ball game, a visit to 
the three-ring’ circus, or a trip to 
the zoo, For those who have been 
to New Orleans for the Mardi 
Gras, it will recall the carnival 
parades at which lusty-voiced yen- 
ders along the line of march ped- 
die—"“Hot, roasted peanuts, two 
bags for five." No picnic, outing, 
fair, baseball game, or other simi- 
lar occasion would be quite com- 
plete without an adequate supply 
of “sgoobers,.” 

To the farmers in Southeast Ala- 
bama, however, peanuts mean 
something quite different and far 
more important, Peanuts have been 
the salvation of the farmers in 
that section who for generations 
looked only to cotton for their cash 
income, Peanuts have expanded 
the farm income and have piven 
that section, in addition to cot- 
ton, two cash crops—peanuts and 
hogs—on which to depend, It all 
began about 1915 when the coun- 
ties in Southeast Alabama, like 
s0 many other sections of the cot- 
ton South, became overrun by the 
boll weevil, For several years the 
boll weevil had been making rapid 
inroads on the crop and many ex- 
pert observers began to fear that 
cotton growing in the South might 
become a thing of the past, Farm- 
ers over the entire area cussed and 
discussed the little pest which was 
bringing ruination to their busi- 
ness and they wondered to what 
they could turn for the future. 
Everyone recognized the serious- 
ness of the situation. Bankers, 
business men and leading citizens 
concentrated all of their thoughts 
and attention on the problem.

SELF-REGULATION MEANS 
BETTER BEER OUTLETS 


The Brewers and Alabama Beer Distributors Committee 
—voice of Alabama’s $5,000,000 beer industry—reported 
today that it had obtained 15 revocations and three suspen. 
sions of retail beer licenses, and had warned 78 outlets in 
its drive against the bad spots among the state’s 1,600 re- 
tail establishments. 

David E. Dunn, State Director, said that conditions 
showed 100 percent improvement as a result of the beer 
industry’s campaign that was drafted to go hand-in-hand 
with the aggressive enforcement work of the Alabama Alco- 
holic Beverage Control Board. 

“The A B C Board,” Mr. Dunn said, “is cooperating in 
every way to drive from Alabama the undesirable honky 
tonk.” 

Speaking before a Birmingham luncheon club, Mr. 
Dunn sought the aid of publie minded citizens by declaring 
that “public opinion, once aroused, can and will operate to 
bring about the orderly conditions we all desire.” 

Three days after his address, Mr. Dunn received the 
following unsolicited letter from a leading citizen: 


“I want to express my appreciation of the work 
you and your Committee have done in relieving Ala- 
bama from ‘joints’. I believe I like beer as well as 
anyone, but I do not like to drink it in a ‘joint’, 
which I feel is a public nuisance. I feel sure that 
the work you are doing is a progressive step and is 
doing much to establish the brewing industry on the 
reputable basis which it deserves.”

Present reports indicate that 
hogs can be raised on peanuts at 
a cost of three cents per pound 
when they are allowed to root for 
themselves, thus saving harvesting 
cost, 

Beef cattle are also another ad- 
junct to the peanut crop, ‘The 
vine makes a splendid hay which 
has a market value of between 
$10 and $15 a ton delivered to the 
customer, Many farmers have fol- 
lowed the practice of selling their 
peanut hay to truckers who mar- 
ket it in cattle raising territories. 
These peanut farmers, however, 
are finding that their income can 
be increased considerably by feed- 
ing the hay to cattle on their own 
farms,

counties may sit wobbly on his 
throne because of peanuts and 
hogs, he still accounts for the ma- 
jor portion of the income in many 
of the counties, : 
Peanuts are the leading product 
in Coffee County where the crop 
last year brought $900,000 and pea- 
nut fed hogs brought $125,000, 
while cotton brought in $800,000. 
This represents 60 per cent of the 
income from peanuts and hogs 
while cotton produced the other 
40 per cent. Approximately the 
same ratio has been maintained 
during the past 15 years, 

Geneva County has 170,000 acres 
of crop land of which 87,000 acres 
are planted in cotton, 25,000 acres 
in peanuts for market and 27,000 
acres in peanuts for hog pasture. 
The remaining acreage is planted 
in feed and truck crops, Last year 
more than $900,000 was received 
by farmers in Geneva County from 
the sale of peanuts and peanut- 
fed hogs. The Hog Growers As- 
sociation in this county has ship- 
ped many hundreds of cars of pea- 
nut-fattened hogs to market be- 
sides the large volume of pork 
which is moved by private trucks 
of which there is no record. As

to market, while last year 5,095 
farmers shipped 276 cars, 

Monroe County, which had been 
& small producer of peanuts in the 
past, has in recent years heen 
making splendid progress because 
of the efforts put forth by business 
men and farm leaders in that 
section, 

Realizing that it would be nee- 
essary to supplement the cotton 
crop with some other cash crop, 
the Monroeville Chamber of Com- 
merce became active in a move- 
ment to encourage production of 
peanuts and hogs, with the result 
that the crop which only amounted 
to 3,000 acres three years ago had 
grown to 12,500 acres last year, 
of which a little less than half 
was marketed for commercial uses, 
with the balance being’ fed to 
hogs. Present indications are 
that this year's crop will exceed 
20,000 acres, of which 5,500 acres 
will be marketed, 

Of greatest help to the increas- 
ing number of peanut growers in 
Monroe County was the erection 
of a small stockyard by the Mon- 
roeville Chamber of Commerce, in 
which the first sale of hogs was 
held in October last year, Since 
then sales have been held every 
two or three weeks and nearly 
5,000 hogs have been sold since 
it opened eight months ago, The 
stockyard was immediately suc- 
cessful. It had been enlarged so 
many times that no more ground 
was available at the original loca- 
tion, A larger, completely cover- 
ed stockyard has been erected on 
f 2-acre plot, which has lights, 
water, dipping vats, auction rooms, 
offices and comfortable seating 
secommodations for 500 people. 
Last year the cotton crop produc- 
ed $700,000, while hogs and pea- 
nuts brought in an additional 
$150,000. This new ana growing 
market, made possible through the 
Stockyard, will result in many ad- 
ditional dollars being added to the 
farm income of Monroe County. 

The benefits each individual 
farmer has received from this ad- 
ditional cash income cannot be ov- 
er-estimated, One farmer in Mon- 
roe County, who has a loan on his 
farm, has been liquidating his debt 
entirely from the sale of hogs 
fattened on peanuts. During the 
past 10 years he has been able to 
pay his annual installment regard- 
Jess of the condition of his cotton 
crop or the price he received for 
it. During these 10 years in spite 
of bad conditions he has never 
been delinquent on his loan, An- 
other farmer in this same county 
reports that he planted 600 acres 
of cotton which brought him 
$11,000 while another 600 acres in 
peanuts brought $12,000. He is 
enthusiastic over the results since 
cotton costs about $30 a bale to 
make while peanuts cost only 
about $20 a ton, 

During the past 22 years, finan- 
cial assistance of incalculable value 
was rendered to farmers in the 
peanut-hog raising counties of 
Southeast Alabama through long- 
term, low-cost farm mortgage 
credit, extended by the Federal 
land bank cooperative credit sys- 
tem. Since the establishment of 
the Federal Land Bank of New 
Orleans in March, 1917, loans 
made to farmers in the five coun- 
ties in the southeast corner of the 
State total $12,750,000, ‘These 
loans, which were made by the 
Federal Land Bank through na- 
tional farm loan associations and 
the Land Bank Commissioner, 
were obtained by 5,628 farmers,

the association in the hands of the 
borrowing farmers. When a farm- 
er applies for a loan through a 
national farm loan association, he 
agrees to purchase stock in the 
amount of 5 per cent of the orig- 
inal amount of the loan, This 
stock ownership gives the borrow- 
ers the right to elect the directors 
who manage the affairs of the 
association, 

Contrary to early beliefs, the 
money loaned by the Federal Land 
Bank through national farm joan 
associations is not obtained from 
the United States Government. 
The funds which are made avail- 
able to farmers are obtained from 
the investing public. When a 
farmer makes a loan he gives as 
security a mortgage on his farm, 
The association endorses this mort- 
gage and sends it to the Federal 
Land Bank, The Federal Land 
Bank issues bonds which are se- 
cured by the mortgages and it is 
these bonds which are sold to the 
public, 

So popular have these bonds 
been as investments that the last 
issue offered for sale, which 
amounted to $100,000,000, was ov- 
ersubscribed. The interest coupon 
which these bonds bore was 3 per 
cent, which now enables national 
farm loan associations to make 
loans for a long period of years 
at 4 per cent per annum. This is 
the lowest rate of interest ever 
enjoyed by farmers in the history 
of American agriculture,

USE MOISTURE FOR 
LATE GARDEN CROPS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Midsummer, a 
critical period for any garden, is 
the very time when most work 
should be done to get good vege- 
tables in the fall, according to W. 
A. Ruffin, home garden specialist 
of the State extension service, Suc- 
cessive plantings and good culti- 
vation will make fall vegetables 
possible, 

There is still time for a good 
assortment of vegetables to be 
planted, although July and early 
August were the best times to 
plant. Here are some vegetabies 
that can still be planted: beets, 
broccoli, cabbage, carrots, mus- 
tard, peas, onions, lettuce and 
turnips, 

Some of these vegetables will 
need watering, and often in the 
hot, sunny days it might help to 
shade them until the young plants 
have had an opportunity to get a 
good start, Recent rains have 
furnished needed moisture for late 
garden plantings, he said. 

Ruffin advises farmers and farm 
women to talk to their county 
farm or home demonstration agent 
and obtain their help in making a 
good garden, A small garden well 
cared for, even if it does require 
watering, will pay for itself many 
times with fresh vegetables.

Goodman; Two-room addition to 
Community Building—25 per cent 
complete, 

Zion Chapel: Two-room addition 
to Community Building — 22 per 
cent complete, 

Curtis: One class room addition 
and Auditorium—86 per cent com- 
plete. 

Pine Level: A two class-room 
addition and Auditorium—86 per 
cent complete, 

Elba (Negro): Auditorium addi- 
tion—85 per cent complete. 

Damascus: Two class rooms—85 
per cent complete. 

The Basin and Fairview units 
were completed last May and are 
now ready for occupancy. Mt, 
Pleasant, Enterprise, New Brock- 
ton and Kinston are fast nearing 
completion and will be turned over 
to the Board of Education as soon 
as completed. Bluff Springs, Good- 
man and Zion Chapel units are 
fairly weli started and should be 
ready for occupancy by October 1. 

Curtis, Pine Level, Elba (negro) 
and Damascus units are fast near- 
ing completion and date of final 
inspection has been set for Sep- 
tember 11, Major Pershing said. 

Wor the most part, completion 
dates were well in advance of the 
time specified by Congress in the 
Act by which PWA construction 
was authorized. The law speci- 
fies June 30, 1940, as the day when 
a $1,600,000,000 program must be 
finished over the whole nation. 

All of the more than one and 
one-half billion dollars worth of 
public works will be in’ use on or 
before that time, according to Ma- 
jor Pershing. 

Projects in this area provided 
141,401 man-hours of local labor. 
Two and one-half times that many 
hours of work was required in in- 
dustry supplying materials for 
construction, Major Pershing stat- 
ed, He based his figures on em- 
ployment in industry from a sur- 
vey conducted by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics in the Department 
of Labor, 

Major Pershing said that in the 
absence of legislation granting 
Federal aid in the construction of 
PWA projects, he did not feel free 
to make predictions about PWA 
construction after June 30, 1940. 

“IT believe that there is still a 
vast program of public construc- 
tion ready to be undertaken, and 
that such a program is capable of 
taking up any slack in construc- 
tion industries and building 
trades,” he said. 

In Coffee County alone, local au- 
thorities indicated a public need 
for more projects such as additions 
to existing school buildings not in 
this present program, and new 
buildings, one in Elba; an exten- 
sion of the sewage disposal plant 
in Enterprise, and yaroius other 
projects which are urgently need- 
ed for public use in Coffee County.

ects Administration, 


This increase in the schedule of 


nionthly security wages for WPA 
project workers is in accordance 
with the requirements of the Hmer- 
feney Relief Appropriation Act of 
1939 and the intent of Congress 
as expressed in debate, it was ex- 
plained in a statement from Col. 
¥, C, Harrington, Work Projects 
Commissioner, of Washington 


The order provides for three- 


wage regions by geographical 
areas and within these wage re- 
f£10ns provides for five clagsifica- 
tions of workers, namely: pro- 
fessional and technical, skilled, in- 
termediate, unskilled “A" and un- 
skilled “B"’, Wach of the wage 


regions is broken down by coun- 


ties into four population classifi- 
cations, These provide differen- 
tials in wages for counties, first, 
with no town of over 5,000 popu- 
lation, second, with the largest 
town between 5,000 and 25,000, 
third, between 25,000 and 100,000, 
and fourth, those in which the 
largest city has 100,000 or more 
population. This will make a to- 


tal of only 60 different wage sched- 


ules as against the present num- 
ber of more than 4,000, 


Unskilled WPA rural wages in 


’Region 8, which comprises the 
Southern States, will jump from 
én average of $26 to $35 a month. 
Unskilled wages in this region in 
cities of 100,000 or over will be 
$50.70 2 month as against a pres- 
ent schedule of $40, 


In Coffee County, where no town 


or city has more than 5,000 popu- 


lation, according to the 1930 cen- 


sus, “unskilled B" workers will re- 
ceive $31.20 per month, “unskiled 


A” workers will receive $35.10 per 
month, intermediates $42.90 per 
month, and skilled workers $54.60. 
These figures are all based on 
130 hours of work per month, 
However, in announcing this new 


schedule of monthly security wag- 


es for WPA workers in Alabama,
